The Evil Eye 

A part of Islaamic belief is the concept of a type of glance capable of 
causing harm to those upon whom it belalls . 1 Ibn ‘Abbaas reported that the 
Prophet (it) said: 

“The clTccl of the evil eye [ al-‘ayn\ is real , 2 for if there were anything which 
could overtake destiny, it would have been [the effect ot] the evil eye .” 3 


The word an-nafs is synonymous with al-‘ayn . 4 The etTects of the evil eye 
most likely takes place through the agency of jinn, and it is a type of demonic 
possession requiring treatment. Ibn al-Qayyim referred to the role of spirits 
pertaining to the evil eye as follows: “Due to the close connection with the eye 
[i.e., the evil eyes] effect is attributed to it, but the eye is not the perpetrator. The 
effect is caused by spirits.” 

The evil eye is a form of jealousy ( hasad ). Ibn al-Qayyim said, “Every 
possessor of the evil eye is jealous, but not every jealous person possesses the evil 
eye. Since the category of jealousy is general and the evil eye speciTic, seeking

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rcilige trom jealousy includes seeking retuge trom the evil eye. 5 This is the reason 
why the Qur’aanic text addresses the jealous and not specitically the evil eye: 


“Say, ‘I seek refuge in the Lord of the dawn, from the evil of what 
He has created... and from the evil of the jealous one when he is 
envious.’” 

(Soorah al-Falaq, 113:1,2 and 5) 


According to Ibn al-Qayyim, there are two types of evil eye: the human evil 
eye and the jinnee evil eye. He said, “It is authentically reported from Umm 
Salamah that the Prophet ( 0 ) saw a girl in her house whose face had become 
dark 6 and said: 

“ Recite over her incantations, for she has [the effect oij the glance [an-nazrah]f 1 
Al-Husayn ibn Mas‘ood al-Farraa’ 8 said, ‘ . . . Nazra h is from the jinn. He said that 
she had an evil eye caused by the glance of a jinnee which is more penetrating 
than the point of a spear.”’ 9 


Truffles 

The Prophet ( 0 ) was reported to have said, “ Truffles are a form of manna 
[mann] and their water is a cure for the eye. ” l(l 


Bath 

In cases of suffering from the evil eye the Prophet ( 0 ) recommended taking a 
bath with water used by the source of the evil eye. Ibn ‘Abbaas quoted Allaah's 
Messenger ( 0 ) as saying, “The effect of the evil eye is real, for if there were 
anything which could overtake destiny, it would have been [the effect oi ] the evil 
eye. So if you are asked to take a bath [as a cure] for the evil eye, do it.” n 
‘Aa’ishah also said that the Prophet ( 0 ) used to instruct the possessor of the evil
